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LAW ENFORCEMENT STEP 
Dedicating 
the 
new 
Indiana 
Law 
Enforcement 
Academy at Plainfield last week, Governor Otis R. Bowen 
expressed the optimistic hope that law enforcement in the 
state may be able to establish and hold a lead over 
lawbreakers. 


“If every member of the Hoosier law-enforcement 
community is a well-trained professional, backed up by 
the most sophisticated and thoroughgoing teams of in­ 
vestigators that are possible to train, we will be able to 
keep a competitive edge on the lawbreaker in the 
streets,” he said. 


That’s a big “if.” The hope of course is that the new 
academy will make a signal contribution toward a t­ 
taining that kind of training and professionalism. Its 
mission is to provide training for municipal, county and 
state police and Department of Correction guards. 


Actually it is only the physical plant that is new now. 
The academy itself has been operating for some time 
using facilities at Indiana Central College here and at 
Indiana University in Bloomington. Some 3,000 policemen 
from around the state have attended academy classes. 


It has functioned well before. And now in its own home, 
designed for the purpose, it should be able to operate at an 
even higher level of effectiveness. 


There was also another “if” in the Governor’s message 
on successful law enforcement. He pointed out that there 
must be a continuing emphasis on the total criminal- 
justice system —policing and other elements of ad­ 
ministrative law enforcement, the judicial system and the 
correction system . If such an over-all emphasis is not 
maintained, he said “we will not be making the best use of 
our people, our programs and our money.” 


As The Star has pointed out many times, both in news 
stories and in editorial comments, there are some weak 
links in the judicial system with respect to criminal 
justice. It sometimes becomes what has been dubbed 
“revolving door justice,” in which convicted or plea- 
bargaining crim inal suspects are incarcerated only 
briefly or not at all and are then back on the street. 


Much remains to be done in attaining more uniform and 
more appropriate handling of repeat offenders. 


It is past time also to give more attention to activities in 
the correction institutions. There is a gross inadequacy of 
the kind of training by which it can be hoped inmates will 
be both equipped and motivated to earn an honest living 
after release. In some of the institutions there is an ap­ 
palling degree of idleness among the inmates. 


So we note one more thing the Governor said—public 
support is needed to push efforts to deal with the short­ 
comings in the system. There’s work to be done, and we 
dare to hope it will get done and we’ll hold that com­ 
petitive edge.

Mrs. Smith was asked the role 
she envisioned for former 
President Richard 
Nixon in 
party affairs. He has been 
mentioned in roles dealing with 
foreign relations, and even as 
U.S. Representative 
to Red 
China where he opened the 
bamboo curtain. She said: “I 
see him as a former president 
retired. They have mentioned 
him as an ambassador to China 
and we have a good ambassador 
to China in my predecessor, 
George Bush.” 
When asked how long she 
would continue in her assign­ 
ment, and if she would be 
replaced after the convention, 
she replied: “No time limit has 
ever been set on it. We are 
talking and planning in terms of 
1976, and I don’t think in terms 
of tenure. I 
don’t 
expect 
President Ford to be defeated in 
1976, and therefore would not be 
basing my future plans on the 
assumption that he would.” 
The national situation is very 
similar to that in Indiana, both 
having chief executives serving 
as nominal party heads ex­ 
pected to seek re-election. It 
poses difficult problems. How 
do you open party ranks to all, 
remain neutral in candidate 
selection, yet build on current 
administrations? 
Mrs. Smith handled such 
questions with intriguing double 
talk which might

while retaining a “sense of 
advocacy for a sitting President 
of your party.” 
During his tenure as State 
C hairm an,

He was one of the earliest and 
staunchest 
supporters 
of 
Indianapolis Mayor R ichard 
Lugar 
for 
the

petition developed. 
Milligan firmly believes one 
of the primary duties of any 
political party leader is to seek 
and actively encourage the 
candidacy of the best qualified 
for every office. All well and 
good. However, such attitudes 
could be one reason for the all 
time low in voter’s willingness 
to 
associate 
under 
the 
Republican label and for in­ 
creasing demands 
for 
third 
party formation. Unless you are 
a member of the “inner circle,” 
with a voice that can be heard in 
party affairs, why remain ac­ 
tive? 
Such attitudes bring rise to 
the question: “best qualified in 
whose eyes and by what stan­ 
dards?” On the other side of the 
coin, 
Democrats scored 
the 
biggest loss in their history with 
♦ he 
candidacy 
of 
Senator 
George McGovern. His name on 
the ballot contributed to an 
overwhelming defeat of former 
Governor Matthew Welsh, with 
lop-sided results not reflecting 
voter affection for the well-liked 
individual. It came about by 
catering to splinter groups 
attracted to the party umbrella. 
Governor Bowen told the 
group basic party philosophies 
did not have to be changed or 
abandoned to attra ct 
new 
members. It indicated need for 
a better educational campaign. 
Mrs. Smith urged leaders to 
register voters in this, a non­ 
election year. One thing is sure 
..the Republican party has a 
rebuilding job ahead to regain 
lost ground and public con­ 
fidence. It cannot be done in a 
rigidly controlled atmosphere, 
nor with major decisions made 
by the select few. Membership 
must mean a full and open voice 
in all party affairs, including 
candidate selection. 
In politics, the self-made man 
seldom 
wins 
against 
the 
machine made candidate. Too 
often the only choice given 
voters is between the lesser of 
two evils.

— A new RX for alcoholism 
might go like this: 
—Never leave an alcoholic 
alone. Isolation can touch off 
depression. 
—Keep the alcoholic busy. 
Nothing to do or empty time 
can trigger the craving for a 
drink. 
Time to kill and isolation 
alone don’t push the alcoholic 
to the bottle. But they do set 
the scene for depression and 
that often activates the desire 
to drink—more than anxiety or 
anger do. 
This is according to research 
by 
Dr. 
John 
Tamerin 
and 
associates at Silver Hill Foun­ 
dation in New Canaan, Conn 
Silver Hill is a research and 
treatment center for persons 
with drinking problems. Many 
celebrities, executives 
and 
wives of executives from across 
the country have been treated 
at the psychiatric and medical 
facility located in a country 
club setting. 
Sen. Edward Kennedy’s wife, 
Joan, was among patients in 
the last year. 
Tamerin said research among 
male and female alcoholics—50 
inpatients and 50 members of 
Alcoholics Anonymous in the 
community—also has demon­ 
strated to the Silver Hill staff: 
“Stress in the self or in the 
interpersonal spheres was more 
likely to be related to a desire 
to drink than stress at work.” 
Tamerin made these points in 
a report to the 18th Internation­ 
al Congress of Applied Psy­ 
chology in M o n t r e a I. 
“Drinking,” 
he 
also 
said, 
“becomes the alternative when 
you are alone and have nothing 
to do.” 
It also becomes the activity 
of choice for alcoholics under 
the following circumstances: 
- ’’When a personal problem 
seems to be more than you can 
handle.” 
—’’When you have an argu­ 
ment with someone close to 
you.” 
These circumstances, Tamer­ 
in reported, “are instances in 
which no specific directive or 
def ned solution is available.”

Sen. Jam es Buckley,

conference the Kremlin-domi­ 
nated Portuguese Communists 
are a 
threat

States to carry out its Middle 
East policy. 
The United States used bases

Islands 
as

“What must be emphasized is 
that if Portugal is lost to the

They are convenient, those aerosol cans. We use 
them to spray all kinds of products— paints, clean­ 
ers, insecticides, deodorants. 
But they do need to be handled with care. 


Consumer Product Safe­ 
ty Commission (CPSC) says 
that these spray cans— pres­ 
surized by chemical propel­ 
lants—present three risks to 
consumers: 
They may explode 
(as 
result of high heat or punc­ 
turing). 
They may he flammable 
(if used near matches, lit 
cigarettes or open flames). 
They may be toxic (if 
large quantities are inhaled 
in an unventilated room). 
CPSC reports that near­ 
ly 
5,000 
persons 
received 
emergency 
room 
treatm ent 
every year for injuries asso­ 
ciated with aerosols. 
Nevertheless, 
you 
may 
want the convenience of aer­ 
osols. You can minimize the 
risks if you: 
• Read instructions on 
can. 
• Have good ventilation 
when spraying indoors. 
• Don’t smoke w h i l e 
spraying. 
• Don’t use sprays near 
heating appliances, gas stoves 
or 
other 
flame 
or 
heat 
sources. 
• Keep your body well 
covered and wash 
exposed 
areas after spraying a house­ 


hold product—especially in­ 
secticides. 
• Stop use at first sign 
of dizziness, nausea, head­ 
ache, blurred vision or skin 
irritation. 
Seek 
fresh 
air 
quickly; call doctor if sym p­ 
toms persist or are severe. 
• Don’t use near food. 
• S t o r e containers in 
cool place. 
• Don’t expose cans to 
d i r e c t sunlight, radiators, 
stoves or other heat sources.

Sendak Questions 


INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) - A
